The Foreign Office informs the As- 
sociated Press that the seizure of mails 
included English and Italian bags. If 
points out that the diplomatic situa- 
tion created by the seizures are not 
adapted for common treatment by Ger- 
many and England, since the acts of 
Russian vessels toward each country 
is too difficult.

sian attempt to retake Motien pass, 
July 17, was not productive of a gen- 
eral engagement, nor was it marked 
with serious losses; there were, how- 
ever, a series of desperate small en- 
counters. The Japanese guarded their 
position about the pass with a com- 
pany on outposts. These men stubborn- 
ly resisted the Russian advance and 
waited the arrival of reinforcements. 
When these arrived, they joined in the 
general attack. The outpost detach- 
ment stationed at Hsiamatang held its 
position all day long. It was large- 
ly outnumbered by the enemy and 
every commissioned and non-commis- 


sioned officer was wounded, as was a. 


majority of the men. 

The attack on Motien pass began at 
3 o'clock in the morning. The Rus- 
sians engaged the outposts, and the 
Japanese at once went into action. 
The Japanese artillery posted on the 
heights to the northwest of Wufing- 
kuan opened on the enemy and the 
Japanese ouptposts retired gradually. 
The Russian cavalary galloped for- 
ward and deployed along the ridge to 
the west of the pass. Two hours later, 
at 5 o'clock, the entire Japanese line 
was engaged. The Russians were 
constantly receiving reinforcements, 
and finally they had four regiments 
in action. They outnumbered the 
Japanese. The Russians made vain 
endeavors to envelop the Japanese 
left. At this point, the Japanese oc- 
cupied the summit of Motien Moun- 
tain, and they resisted desperately the 
efforts of the enemy to dislodge them. 
When the Russians finally retreated, 
they were pursued by the entire Japa- 
nese line. Seven battalions of the 
enemy made a halt on the heights of 
Tawan and with four guns checked 
the Japanese pursuit. 

THREE TO ONE. 

One company of Japanese soldiers 
reconnoitered from Hsiukaling, end 
encountered and engaged three battal- 
ions of Russians. It fought until 
reinforced by four more companies, 
when the Russians were repulsed. 
The Japanese seized and held the 
heights east of Makumenza. 

The attack on Hsiumatang began at 
8 o'clock in the morning. A battalion 
of Russian infantry and a squadron of 
cavalry assaulted the Japanese com- 
pany on outpost there. The Rus- 
sians received reinforcements until 
they were a regiment strong. The 
Japanese resisted doggedly. All their 
officers were either killed or wounded, 
but still the men fought on. The 
Japanese finally received reinforce- 
ments, and the Russians retired at 5 
o'clock in the afternoon. 

Eight companies of Russian infan- 
try and a body of cavalry attacked 
t Japanese position at Chiatbn. 
The Japanese there were reinforced 
by a company of infantry and a com- 
pany of engineers, and the Russians 
were repulsed. 

In his report on the Oghting, Gen. 
Kuroki says that the Russians num- 
bered about two divisions, and were 
formed of parts of the Third and 
Sixth Siberian Sharpshocters, the 
Ninth and another infantry division. 

The Japanese lost four officers and 
39 men and 15 officers and 241 men 
wounded. The casualties all occurred 
in the Second Division. Gen. Kuroki 
mentions, but de does not enumerate 
the trophies captured. He estimates 
the Russian losses as exceeding his 
own.

$18,000,000—he undoubtedly would 
have made the call larger by about 
$15,000,000. 

To make a call upon the banks at 
this time merely for the sake of bring- 
ing the working balance up to the 
standard set by precedent migh; create 
an impression wholly unwarrahted Ly 
the situation. The avallable cash »al- 
ance of the treasury, which includes 
money on deposit with banks, is 152. 
000,000. money is ali reaily van 
able at any lime. The officials of the 
treasury, however, say that the deficic 
of $18,000,000 ior the {first nineteen 
days of this month is nothing sensa- 
tional. It readily is explained by the 
fact that many appropriations made at ; 
the last session of Congress became 
immediately afailable and ere 
drawn from the treasury in the first 
days of the month 
This drain upon the treasury is over, 
and if the customs and internal reve- 
nue receipts Increase as they are ex- 
pected to do, the deficit will disappear.

With the most perfect — froid he 
Gescribed every step taken in bilking 
the company out of the $1510.80 on the 
Miller deed, which formed only one 
of the hundred and fifty odd cases 
that the prosecution has against Chris- 
tie.

When she arrived, without 
waiting for an explanation, the en- 

man struck her repeatedly on 
the face and breast, knocked her down, 
put her in her shackles, and kicked 
her as she lay upon the floor. 

Some of the neighbors, attracted by 
the woman's pitiful cries, came over 
and forced the ruffian to desist. Then 
a complaint was sent in to police 
headquatters, and Romany for the 
first time feared the strong arm of tne 
law. He suddenly decamped, taking 
with him some hundreds of dollars he 
had deposited in one of the local 
banks and leaving his wife with only 
$1.50 between herself and starvation. 

THE GIRL BRIDE. 

Four years ago in the town of Wit- 
tem. in the county of Essex, Eng. 
Romany, who ts a Russian Jew of the 
wandering type, married his present 
wife, Evelyn Blanche, then a girl of 
only 17 years, who had just graduated 
from a protestant orphan school. The 
groom was almost 30 years of age, but 
knowing little of the world, the gir! 
was easily persuaded with alluring 
tales of travel in distant lands, and 
yielded to the earnest entreaties of the 
foreigner. 

She left her native land almost im- 
mediately and traveled with her 
strange mate through nearly every 
country in Europe, the gypsy husband 
earning a livelihood as a musician. 
After about two years spent in strange 
wanderings, the couple came to Can- 
ada, and settled down in Winnipeg. 
Here for the Arst time the young wife 
enjoyed the comforts of life, and the 
husband seemed proud of his pretty 
spouse. A baby girl with sunny flaxen 
hair and laughing blue eyes came to 


grace the humble home, and lte 
seemed pleasant to the little English 
wife.

IS THWARTED.

Murderer Morales. 

Famous Man-killer Securely 
Lodged in Prison. 
Confesses Scheme of Friends 
to Attack Sheriff. 


A murderous gang of paid cholo des- 
peradoes waited in ambush all day 
yesterday, hoping to overpower Dep- 
uty Sheriff Frank Cochrane of this city 
who was due to go over the Southery 
Pacific in charge of the murderer, Pe- 
dro Morales, on the way to State's 
prison. 

A tragedy was averted by the slick- 
ness of the Sheriff in sending Morales 
North three days ahead of time. 

When Cochrane returned to Los An- 


had seen Morales safely inside the 
prison walis at San Quentin, he was 
greeted with a sigh of relief. Before 
they parted at the prison, however, 
Morales confessed to Cochrane that a 
paid gang was tv have rescued him 
Wednesday (yesterday) and confirmed 
the worst suspicions of the Sheriff. 

This is the third desperate scheme 
of escape that Sheriff White has frus- 
trated within two weeks. 

Ever since he was first locked up for 
the murder of Constable Lee Wilson, 
Morales has been closely watched. He 
was brought in from the Mexican bor- 
der where he was a smuggier and 
cattle thief and had a fearful reputa- 
on. 

Less than two weeks ago, one of his 
relatives came to visit him on a regu- 
lar jail-visiting day. When he had 
gone the officers found a small bottle 
of acid stuck down in a dark corner 
behind a locker where he had placed 
it for Morales to pick up the first time 
he had a chance on some future visit- 
ing day. 

Pedro doubtless intended to throw 
this In the officers’ eyes and effect an 
ercape from the jail. Just before this, 
1 — saw was found in Morales 
cell. 

He has been walt! in jail for more 
than a year for the preme Court to 
act on his appeal. Last week the ap- 
peal was denied. The remittitur arrived 
Saturday. 

Morales manifested a suspicious anx- 
lety to know on just what day he 
would be taken North to prison.

AL RAILROAD 
AISED TRACKS 
BLOCK STREET. 


GRADE OF “CROSS-TOWN” ELEC- 
TRIC 18 QUESTIONED. 


Property owners on Avenue . along 
the line of the new “cross-town™ road, 
being dullt by the Los Angeles Ran- 
way Company, are aroused by the ac- 
tion of the road builders in placing the 
track high above the present street 
level. The matter will be taken be- 
fore the City Council at its next ses- 
sion, when the proverty owners will 
ask for relief from what they term 
an imposition. 

The new track. which starts from the 
end of the old Daly-street line at the 
conjunction of Daly street and Pasa- 
dena avenue, runs north on Avenue 3 
to Griffin avenue, and the rails stand 
from six inches to a feot above the 
street level. in some cases, rticu- 
larly at the intersection of 
st and Avenue . the iron rails 
are higher than the cement sidewalks 
on the higher side of the avenue. 

The company's surveyors were at 
work on the avenue yesterday running 
lines, and in response to inquiries as 
to the cause of this difference im the 
two levels, the head surveyor said that 
they were simply following the lines 
given them by the City Engineer, aad 
that if this threw the road above the 
present street level it was no fault of 
the railway company—that it was “up 
to the engineer, or to the parties whe 
had accepted the street improvement 
in years gone by.” 

City Engineer Stafford stated last

to having the route go over this street 
because of its width, but now that the 
tracks from a miniature mountain 
range in the center of the avenue, this 
objection has become heated. There 
is scarcely room for a wagon to pass 
on either side between the cement 
curbs and the raised tracks. 

Work on the new “cross-town” line 
was begun last week, and has made 
rapid progress. One track is now laid 
out on Grnffin avenue as far as Avenue 
33, and the second track is completed 
on Avenue 26 and will be today 
on Griffin avenue. The trolley poles 
and wires are all in place, and at the 
present rate the road will be ready for 
operation within another week.

Johnson, the colored man whose In- 
dian wife's body was found yesterday 
morning in a cafion of the steep blu7 
fringing the ocean, is under arrest 
charged with her murder. 

Johnson had told many differen‘ 
and conflicting stories about Ser dis- 
appearance that Coroner Trout deeined 
a searching investigation necessary. A 
jury was empaneled and che fat de 
veloped that when the body was frat 
discovered Johnson had said that she 
had been missing since Monday aft- 
ernoon. He told the officers that be had 
searched all night for her without suc- 
cess. Later he stated that he had seen 
ber as late as Monday night. 
Witnesses were produced who testi- 


Ded that Johnson and his wife had 


been seen together in Santa Monica as 
late as II o'clock Monday night. George 
Williams, a col man, swore that 
he Was at the Johnson home in Santa 
Monica Cafion about midnight of Mon- 
day, when Mr. and Mrs. Johnson re- 
turned home. They were engaged in a 
quarrel as they entered the house. The 
wife went out of doors and the hus- 
band fcllowed. 
After probably half an hour Johnson 
returned home alone and told Williams 
that his wife had fallen over the biuff 
and he “guessed she had broken her 
neck, as the dog stood on the bank 
and was howling.” 
The jury found that death had re- 
sulted from a broken neck. Her nose 
was also broken and her eye bruised 
as if from a blow of the fist. The jury 
took the view of it that Johnson had 
knocked ber down in such a manner 
that she fell over the steep biuff. A 
verdict was rendered accordingly and 
City Marshal Max Barretto, acting un- 
der instructions from the District At- 
teorney, at once went before Justice ot 
the Peace Jenness and swore to a com- 
Flaint charging Johnson with the pre- 
meditated murder of his wife. When 
Johnson was placed under arrest he 
teok it calmly and asked that he be 
permitted to attend his late wife's fu- 
neral. This he did under escort of an 
officer. 
“J am innocent of her murder.” said 
Johnson at the Marshal's office. “I am 
Flad to have it tested this way. I have 
lived here among these people a long 
while and I will show them that 1 
Can't do it.“ 
Johnson was taken to the County 
Jalil this evening. His preliminary ex- 
amination will be conducted on Mon- 
day before Justice Jenness.
